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Freed impacted funds 
to offset local crisis 


President Nixon's action in releasing $66.7 million in “ impacted aid" 
funds will enable LompooUnified School District to avoid a budgetary 
crisis, it was predicted today. 
Assistant Supt. Alice Milligan said the local district would get nearly 
$200,000 in Public Law 874 monies which had been impounded by Nixon. A 
precise figure was to be computed today when the full text of Nixon’s action 
became available. The money is a portion of federal aid for the education of 
military or defense-connected students who live off Vandenberg Air Force 
Base. 
However it will not be a windfall for the district — district officials had 
assumed that much money based on federal formulas and had included it in 
the district’s $13 million budget. 
Nixon s action affects $9,365 million in funds impounded from California 
school districts including the sum for Lompoc Unified School District. 


Public school districts in parts of all 50 states plus the District of 
Columbia, Guam, Puerto Rico and the Virgin Islands will share in the funds. 
The lawsuit charged that the money had been illegally “ impounded,” or 
held up, by the Nixon administration after Congress appropriated it. 
But the suit never got decided. Instead, the Justice Department told a 
U.S. District Court hearing Thursday that the holdup had been based on a 
“technicality” subsequently was resolved. Thus, the constitutional issue of 
the President’s authority to refuse to spend funds appropriated by Congress 
was avoided. 
However, there are at least a dozen other suits pending in the courts 
raising that issue. 
“Impacted aid” funds are designed to help localities which have heavy 
concentrations of children of military personnel and federal employes meet 
the cost of educating them. In recent years the funds have been criticized as 
no longer necessary, on grounds that the era of big new influxes of federal 
families is over in many communities, and their impact has been absorbed. 
The suit, filed by Alabama, Connecticut, Florida, Illinois, Maryland, 
Nevada, North Carolina, Oklahoma, Pennsylvania. Texas and Washington 
state, and by San Diego, Calif., Washington, D C., and Fairfax County, Va., 
cited only $59 million in delayed funds, though the government said it was 
releasing $66.7 million. 
Frank Carlucci, undersecretary of health, education and welfare, said the 
money had been held up on a “technical point” involving carry-over of the 
funds from one budget to the next. “ It was definitely not an impoundment 
issue,” he said.

CORK, Ireland (UPI i —A two-man 
rescue submarine groping through the 
murky depths ol the ocean today found and 
attached a lifeline to the crippled mini­ 
submarine Pisces III, zeroing in on the 
sound of sea chantey sung over a radio by 
the two men trapped inside. 
The men had less than 24 hours of air 
left, and a spokesman for the Vickers 
company which owns the submarines said 
at midafternoon. “ If all goes well we shall 
have them on the surface by 8 p.m. (3 p.m. 
EDT).” 
He said one rescue sub located the 
stricken craft and attached a guideline to 
it. A second rescue sub, repaired after 
earlier damage, was on the way down with 
a heavy 10- inch lifting line. 


“ They are literally holding their breath 
to conserve oxygen,“ said a spokesman for 
Vickers Oceanics, owners of the trapped 
submarine. The two trapped men have 
scarcely a 24-hour air supply left. 
Their tiny submarine, Pisces III, has 
been stuck 1,375 feet down on the ocean 
floor since Wednesday, when they radioed 
they were unable to surface. 
The men, Roger Mallinson, 34, and Roger 
Chapman, 28, have only enough air to last 
until 10:30 a.m. (5:30 a.m. ED T) Saturday, 
a Vickers spokesman said.

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Quakes ring Pacific 
Riots, power cuts in Eastern heat wave

vSeveral earthquakes struck Thursday, 
some of them strong enough to be felt, but 
none with the power to do much damage. 
The strongest temblor was in the Andes 
mountains along 
the border between 
Colombia and Venezuela. 
It shook Bogota skyscrapers for more 
than a minute while panicky people fled 
into the streets. There were no immediate 
reports of injuries or damage. 
The quake extended along both sides of 
the Andes from Bogota to Caracas on the 
Caribbean Sea It was one of the most 
powerful 
to hit Bogota in years, a 
spokesman 
for 
Colombia’s 
Geophysic 
Institute said. 
Five 
light 
earthauqkes 
struck 
California's Imperial Valley, four of them 
within 56 minutes. 


Cal Tech seismologists said all the 
quakes measured about 3.0 on the Richter 
scale Residents said they felt only mild 
damage. No injuries were reported. 
No damage was reported from an 


earthquake that struck the Anchorage, 
Alaska, area. That quake was centered in 
Prince William Sound, about 70 miles 
southeast of Anchorage and about 35 miles 
from Valdez, the Palmer Observatory said. 
Although the earthquake could be felt in 
Anchorage, Whittier, Palmer, Valdez and 
Seward, not many persons noticed it A 
harbor master at Valdez said he did not 
know about the temblor until a newsman 
called to ask about it. 
Thursday’s 
earthquakes struck while clean up opera­ 
tions continued in central Mexico, where 
an earthquake Tuesday killed more than 
500 persons and injured more than 4,000. 
Workers reopened the main highway 
linking the earthquake area with Mexico 
City and the government began sending in 
food, water and clothes Medical workers 
inoculated hundreds of persons.

geophysicist 
said 
Thursday's 
earthquake in South America was only 
about one-tenth as powerful as the Mexican 
tremor. The two were not connected, he 
said.

PARIS - (NEA) - The fall 
collections shown by the Paris 
haute couture could be labeled 
the Great Gatsby Nostal­ 
gia". 


They conjure up the styles 
of the roaring '20s, the Zelda 
Scott Fitzgerald era. that gen­ 
tle. moving jazz age They are 
all there — for evening, the 
swishing mushroom-pleated 
skirts which stop short of the 
ankle (the better to show off a 
pretty leg) the long torso tops, 
the fluttering ostrich or sin­ 
uous fox boas, the glitter, the 
high heeled sandals, the soft, 
clinging fabrics. 


While Paris seems to be 
concentrating on the evening 
picture, the daytime is no less 
feminine with the pleated or 
gored skirts, the dressmaker 
jackets, wrist-length. tie-belt­ 
ed and lavishly fur-trimmed, 
the pyramid topcoats and the 
swinging redingotes 


Here are some of the high 
points of the collections: 


DIOR: Here are midi coats 
— some ultrawide — over 
wide trouser ensembles, mid- 
calf-length cocktail dresses 
with draped mid-riff, lame 
print evening dresses and sat­ 
in pajamas with loose tunic 
top. There are fur trims and 
ruffles galore. The clothes 
acquire a different, younger 
look mainly because of the 
four-fifths-inch heels to the 
shoes. 


Marc Bohan likes a palish, 
faded blue which he uses 
throughout the day and eve­ 
ning line With matching ho­ 
siery. The daytime length 
hides the knees very thorough­ 
ly and after dark hems gravi­ 
tate from mid-calf to ankle. 
Only the very formal models 
hit the shoe top. 


G IVEN C H Y: This perfec­ 
tionist has indulged in an even 
more luxurious note than 
usual. Starting with the fab­ 
rics. his wools are hand-quilt­ 
ed or striped with handstitch- 
ing and for evening the vel­ 
vets are stitched with gold or 
silver thread or strewn with 
gold stars. 


Then over and above this he 
introduces, on daytime as well 
as evening models, the softest 
snakeskin as a trimming, dyed 
in unusual colors. 


His daytime clothes are 
somewhat sober in silhouette 
but they carry his signature 
all the same, the longer jack­ 
ets are belted on straight or 
pleated skirts. 


LANVIN: This year offers a 
pleasing interlude by Jules F 
Crahay, presenting a most 
luxurious, glittering, sophisti­ 
cated collection in the form of 
a ballet directed by Norbert 
Schmidt. 


Here for the very modern 
young woman are handkmt 
and hand-crocheted cardigans 
and topcoats in a galaxy of 
colors They share favors with 
the more conventional wools 
and mohairs. These are worn 
with pleated skirts or dresses 
stretched to a skinny top 


The Lanvin dinner dresses 
are often black but there is an 
over-abundance of glitter in 
the formal dresses. The two 
dominant styles are the cling­ 
ing sweater top with full 
pleated skirt or the siren 
sheath. 


YVES ST LAURENT The

Now this story isn't another man’s 
indignant reaction to Watergate, but 
in times like these its good to know 
what this country is really made of - 
common, unpretentious men and 
women 
living 
from 
season 
to 
season. 
For the past 46 years the Lompoc 
Pioneer Society has held an annual 
reunion. Each year the president’s 
family is featured. It’s like a tribute 
to those common, unpretentious 
men and women who helped develop 
Lompoc 
over its past 99 year 
history. 
This year Perry Martin is the 
president. He was born in Lompoc 
55 years ago on a 45 acre farm. That 
farm is now the Del Norte Mobile 
Estates, La Canada Elementary 
School, 
and 
Kailani 
V illage 
Apartments. 
Perry’s father, William, rotated 
crops of beans, mustard, flowers, 
and sugar beets on the property 
from 1917 to 1962. To this day 
William Martin remembers selling 
15 acres of that land, now part of 
Lompoc 
High School, 
for $4000 
during the depression. In 1958, the 
same 15 acres was sold for $105,000. 
William was born in Santa Maria 
in 1892. His father, Thomas Henry 
Martin, 
moved to the Packard

The 
revolt, to an extent, precipitated the 
Mexican War. 
She is Nancy Kelsey (1823-1896), 
the great-great-great-great aunt of 
Perry Martin, this year’s Lompoc 
Pioneer Society president. Some 
people claim that Nancy furnished 
the cloth and helped draw the crude 
bear 
and 
five-pointed 
star 
for 
California’s first bear flag. 
However, such books as “The 
Flag Book of the United States” 
(1970) by Whitney Smith and “The 
History of the United States Flag” 
(1961) by Milo M. Quaife, Melvin J. 
Weig, and Roy E. Appleman give all 
the credit to a man, William L. 
Todd, cousin to Mary Todd Lincoln. 
Neither books even mention the 
name of Nancy Kelsey. 
“The 
original 
flag, 
crudely 
painted by William L. Todd, had a 
large star, presumably symbolizing 
independence. The native grizzly 
bear, now extinct, was added at the 
suggestion 
of 
Henry 
L. 
Ford. 
Legend indicates that the red and 
white material came from women’s 
dresses and that the star and bear 
may have been painted in berry 
juice,” writes Whitney Smith.

Of games and the game of life 


By Ira Berkow 
CHICAGO — (NEAI Two black men had been convicted, 
possibly unjustly, of the rape and armed robbery of a white 
nun. None now were in this small, staid Cook County Ap­ 
peals courtroom before these three bleak and black-robed 
judges. 


The convicted were behind bars serving 25 to 35 years 
each. But they were ablv — powerfully — represented here 
by Ian Levin, a public defender for the indigent in Cook 
County criminal matters, whom I vividly remember used to 
slide — slide! — into the second base manhole cover in long- 
ago games of street stickball. (In those days. Ian's claim to 
decorum was. “ At least I don't slide headfirst." Sustained > 


Ian is my first cousin and has been my closest friend for 
nearly as far back as we can remember. We are in our early 
30s. I now listened to him in well-reasoned but passionate 
argument. He had discovered possible evidence which he felt 
the state had suppressed in the jury trial. This was the last 
chance for those black men. 


I noticed Ian's broad back, and his red hair darker than in 
youth; I smiled at his staunch nose and full red mustache as 
he turned a little into view to make a point. And. as he stood 
there before the court. I looked at his still-funnv concave left 
leg. a remnant from high school basketball injuries, as he 
made his plea for justice. 


And I found myself in a crisis of my personal worth. 


I am a sportswriter. He was dealing with the most monu­ 
mental and noble of issues, a man's freedom. 


I wondered if I had proceeded so little from those grime 
and game-filled days, days of laughter but also of pettiness 
and fights. (We once had a serious brawl in a passageway 
which ended quickly because I had a bad shoulder and be­ 
cause Ian was winning.) 


I do write about people involved in games that children 
play. Must I then be stunted? Legal jargon and the citing of 
past cases thickened the air in this small courtroom. 


I recalled that I once wanted to be like Clarence Darrow. 
a great lawyer for the defense and. like Ian and me. a Chica­ 
goan. But some quirk of Fate led me to writing. In college I 
would lie awake nights searching for a more precise word, a 
juicier word than the one I had used in a certain sentence in 
my article in that day’s school paper. 


Somewhat before that I came under the magical influence 
of Red Smith, whose sports columns knocked me out. He 
made me laugh or brought me near tears, depending on the 
occasion. Regardless, the one emotion I always gained from 
his perceptions and his prose was joy. 


Sportswriters deal in miracles. Athletics do present an 
oasis from the humdrum of the assembly line or the stove, 
or the incensing beat of political corruption. We see men and 
women striving beyond their assumed capabilities, making 
an “ impossible" catch, an “ incredible" shot, an "unbeliev­ 


able" kick. When we aren't ourselves performing such feats 
in our small duffer's ways, we thrill vicariously. 


A grace and beauty of description adds a valued dimen­ 
sion 


1 still have a torn and yellowed clipping of a Red Smith 
column from Thursday. March 27. 1958. in which he is re­ 
porting on a middleweight title fight between challenger 
Sugar Ray Robinson and champion Carmen Basilio. “ Blind­ 
ed and bombed and bloodied. Carmen still fought what may 
have been the greatest battle of his life. He kept boring in 
through 15 agonizing rounds . .. Now as the judges added 
their scores.

We find that if we confer unchallenged divinity on the 
kings of sport, this same mantle may be usurped by our poli­ 
ticians. And we see how they begin to rule with what they 
believe is divine right. A great home run hitter and president 
of the I'nited States, alike, will have foul breath after eating,* 
onions. And recall: Cv Young won more games than any 
man in baseball history but he also lost more than any man 


There is nothing unique about an identity crisis, particula 
ly in sports. Several fine sportswriters recently <Rov M 
Hugh of the Pittsburgh Press. David Kindred of the Louis 
ville Courier-Journal. and Stan Isaacs of Newsdav, for three 
have gone to citvside to write about what some have called 
"more important things." And I remember A1 Kaline. the 20- 
year veteran of the Detroit Tigers, telling me: 


“ Sometimes I wonder what I'm doing, if I've wasted my 
time all these years. Sometimes I think I have. I would like 
to have done more to contribute to society. Maybe be a doc­ 
tor. 1 don t know Once in awhile 1 11 sit in the dugout and 
look out on the field and wonder what good is all this ... 


“ So I have to think of myself as an entertainer, really. 
Maybe kids can draw an inspiration from what I can do. 
Maybe people who come out to the park can forget their 
problems for awhile by watching me play." 


Ian. too. wonders: Should he not be earning more money 
than that of a legal defender for poor people? Is he not 
cheating his wife and two children by not providing them 
with the luxuries he could buy if he were. say. a corporation 
lawyer or a tax lawyer? Is he cheating himself? Am 1? 


As the appeal continued in that courtroom. I recalled 
something Clarence Darrow wrote near the end of his life. 
He said. " I have expressed what was within me. regardless 
of consequences. "

Kissinger

centerpiece. 
R eh e a rsin g 
th e 
w ireta p p in g 
business and the issue of executive 
privilege could m ein a delay of 
several weeks, even if confirming 
the President’s national security 
adviser is given top priority by the 
Foreign Relations Committee. 
Such 
a 
d elay 
could seriously en­ 
danger the 
Nixon 
foreign policy ini­ 
tiatives. Events will 
not stand still while 
we resolve our in­ 
ternal quarrel. 
It is all very well to say that it 
really doesn’t m atter very much, 
since Kissinger has, in effect, been 
secretary of state for most of the 
Nixon first term . This is only a half- 
truth, but, leaving that aside, the 
President by designating Kissinger 
as secretary has put the man and the 
office before the world as a test of 
governability in the afterm ath of the 
long 
turmoil 
of

W atergate 
scandals 
In one area in particular delay can

continuity. 
Out of Peking today come hints of 
possible new trouble like that of the 
cultural revolution which rocked the 
country from top to bottom. One 
in te rp re ta tio n 
of 
a rtic le s 
in 
authoritative journals is that Chou 
E n -la i’s 
lead ersh ip 
is 
being 
challenged by the radical left. While 
this may be put down in part to 
overly suspicious China watchers in 
Hong Kong, behind 
the official 
secrecy so carefully preserved in 
the Chinese capital something is 
happening. 
Kissinger has wanted to go to 
Peking at the earliest possible date. 
His visit renewing the friendship 
with Chou could be a stabilizing 
influence. 
The last 
thing China 
needs today is a renewal of the 
fratricidal conflict that tore the 
country apart beginning in 1967. If 
the 
China 
watchers 
are 
right, 
Prem ier Chou stands for sustaining 
the opening to the outside world as 
against the radical left Represented 
by Chiang Chin, Mao Tse-tung’s 
wife, who would go it alone with 
Marxism-Leninism the only guide to 
policy. 
In the course of a long discussion 
with Chou En-lai in mid-May in 
Peking I asked him whether he 
believed another cultural revolution 


might 
be 
necessary. 
Was 
this 
essential 
to 
insure 
that 
in 
an 
egalitarian society no new elite with 
special privileges would arise? That 
appears to have been the principal 
motive of those who took part in the 
conflict that cam e to an end in 1971. 
With 
great 
seriousness, 
after 
pondering a moment, he replied that 
if we do better it will not be 
necessary. But it cannot be ruled 
out. One revolution, he said, is never 
enough, and he emphasized the 
backward trend in the Soviet Union 
where, according to Chou, for 10 
years the Soviet Union has been 
back-pedalling toward revisionism. 
At the sam e time he said it was 
Mao who made all the principal 
decisions. Mao had initiated ping- 
pong diplomacy with a telegram to 
Tokyo inviting the American ping- 
pong team to come to Peking. It is 
hardly a secret, however, that Chou 
has managed the opening to tne 
world that has seen n\ore than 70 
foreign 
missions, 
including 
the 
A m e r i c a n 
l i a i s o n 
m i s s i o n , 
established in Peking. 
The relationship between Moscow 
and Peking is a part of the peace 
equation that has had Kissinger’s 
concentrated attention.

A California Highway Patrolm an, 
faced with perhaps the toughest 
weekend of the year this weekend, 
brought us the following editorial 
from the Schuyler Nebraska Sun 
newspaper. He says it reflects and 
expresses the thoughts of many 
CHP officers which .they never 
relate to anyone. The piece is 
entitled “ Thank God for hard-nosed 
troopers!’’ 
“ A hard-nosed trooper? Thank . 
God! 
“ If it were not so, he wouldn’t be 
able to complete all of the duties 
assigned to him! 
“ So he wouldn’t 
‘listen 
to 
reason’ 
when you tried to 
explain those ‘two 
b e e r s 
w i t h 
a 
friend” ; or why you 
had to crowd the 
speed lim it to make 
up lost tim e; or why 
you didn’t see tfiht 
stop sign; or why 
you 
thought 
that 
yellow 
no-passing 
stripe was on the 
other side of the 
centerline; 
or why you may have drifted across 
the center line because you were 
tired after driving all day. He heard 
what you said; he’s heard it all 
before — many times. 
“ But the real reason he didn’t 
‘hear’ you was that your words were 
drowned out by the scream s of a 
young m other who was conscious as 
the limp and lifeless body of her 
little girl 
was lifted 
from t h e . 
w reckage 
and 
she 
helplessly 
watched her year old son convluse in 
pain. Her own injuries proved to be 
beyond medical help. The driver 
apparently fell asleep at high speed 
after long hours at the wheel. 
“O r perhaps he recalls the deadly 
silence and the unseeing eyes of the 
young driver who had been drinking 
and who was thrown from his car 
when he.lost control on a curve in 
the road. The officer was greeted by 
open ( but unseeing > eyes in a soiled 
and m utilated face as the victim 's 
body, pinned under the car, was 
seared by the hot exhaust system. 
“Or maybe he rem em bers the 
anguish of the m other holding the 
decapitated body of her child who 
had Seen caught in a partially open 
door as their car rolled after it had 
been struck by another vehicle that 
violated a stop sign 
“Or it’s possible that his thoughts 
were on the crumpled station wagon 
that contained three bodies and the 
injured survivors of what had once 
been a happy family on a holiday 
outing. The sudden failure of a worn 
tire caused thé driver to lose control 
at highway speed 
“Or perhaps his memory dwelt on 
the head-on collision in the no­ 
passing zone that killed the talented 
young man and critically injured his 
bride — the innocent victims of 
someone else’s erratic behavior at 
the wheel. 
“ And there were the pleas to the 
trooper 
by 
the 
truck 
driver, 
hopelessly pinned in the wreckage at 
■a grade crossing, in danger of being 
burned to death .. ‘use your gun! I 
beg of you to shoot m e’, and another 
instance involving the lone survivor, 
stuck between the lifeless bodies of 
his two companions when their 
vehicle skidded beneath a truck, 
who had but one request .. Please 
pray for m e.’

impoundment of appropriated funds 
for

the powers of the presidency. He 
said he welcomed court tests of such 
Whita House refusals to spend funds 
which Congress decreed should be 
spent by laws which he signed. 
Since 
then, 
the 
courts have indeed 
decided many cases 
around the country 
as to the illegality 
of presidential im ­ 
poundment. A tally 
of these decisions 
by 
Public Citizen 
l aw ye r, 
T o m m y 
J a c k s , 
and 
r e ­ 
searcher Jacqueline 
Connelly, shows the 
courts to have come 
out overwhelmingly 
against 
President 
Nixon. 
Out of 26 impoundment cases 
decided 
by 
the 
federal courts, 
sixteen district court cases and one 
appellate court decision have ruled 
impoundment to be illegal. Six cases 
have been dismissed by the courts 
after government release of* the 
disputed funds; two other cases 
have 
been 
dism issed on other 
grounds 
without 
ruling 
on 
the 
impoundment question. In only one 
case 
has 
a 
court 
upheld 
an 
impoundment. 
Thus, out of 
18 actual court 
decisions 
on 
impoundment, 
17 
courts 
have 
decided 
against 
President Nixon while only one 
court decided in his favor. 
In the survey, Attorney Jacks 
noted that “ in many other cases still 
pending 
before 
federal 
district 
courts in which no final order has 
yet been issued, judges have granted 
preliminary injunctions to ensure 
that funds remain available until the 
final disposition of the cases.” 
“The 
granting 
of 
preliminary 
injunctions in these cases is an 
indication,” says Jacks “ that those 
courts* will 
ultimately 
hold 
the 
impoundments to be illegal, since 
such preliminary relief may only be 
granted where it appears likely that 
the plaintiff will prevail 
on the 
merits. ’’ 
• On the short end of a 17 to 1 score, 
it 
is 
not 
surprising 
that 
the 
President’s chief lawyer, Solicitor 
G e n e r a l , 
R o b e r t 
Bork, 
has 
petitioned the Supr eme Court for a 
judgment in the case of Georgia vs. 
Nixon without waiting for a lower 
court decision: 
Lawyers in .the 
appellate division of the Justice 
Departm ent are furious at Bork for 
both the strategy of leapfrogging the 
lower courts and the quality of his 
arguments. 
The Georgia case involves the 
impoundment of highway, water 
pollution 
and 
some 
educational 
funds. The other cases, whatever 
their 
legalisms, 
involve 
the 
suspension of program s critical to 
the 
well-being 
of 
millions 
of 


Americans. 
For 
example, 
the 
President has withheld funds for 
community mental health centers,

d i s p o s a l 
construction, library services, and a 
v ast 
number 
of 
educational 
program s, 
including 
veterans 
schooling payments. He has also 
ordered 
impoundments of funds 
which have stopped or weakened 
disaster Joan programs for farm ers, 
rural housing, construction of a 
highway safety test facility in Ohio 
and poverty programs. 
In 
their 
rulings, 
some 
on 
constitutional grounds, the courts 
have not passed judgment on the 
m erits of these programs. They 
have simply concluded that the 
President had flounted the laws of 
the 
land 
or 
the 
constitutional 
authority 
o f . the 
Congress 
to 
appropriate funds. 
In his recent W atergate .speech, 
the President accused the Congress 
of being so concerned with that 
scandal that it has not gone about 
the business of the nation. There are 
many m embers of Congress who 
believe this was a grossly unfair 
accusation, given the epidemic of 
White Tlouse impoundments that 
have undermined program s already 
enacted. They also wonder why the 
White House continues to oppose 
n e e d e d 
c o n s u m e r , 
h e a l t h , 
environmental, and tax reform bills 
which would pass the Congress if the 
President 
lent 
his 
support.

simply dropped his opposition.
